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OUT FOR BLOOD 


I know exactly how Edward feels. 


Well, not about everything. I have no idea what he sees in Bella, I don’t know how it feels to move 
so fast you’re imperceptible to the human eye, and I don’t know what it’s like to be over 100 and still 
look 17. But Ido know how he feels when he looks at a throbbing human jugular and salivates, then, 
against his nature, represses that hunger. 

It’s a lot like the feeling I have when I arrive home around dinnertime on a summer night and my 
whole street smells like barbecue — sirloin coming from the neighbours’ backyard, hamburgers 
across the street. It smells great, and 1 can’t have any of it. 

I’ve chosen to be a vegetarian, you see, just as the Twilight saga’s vampire hero Edward Cullen has 
chosen to drink only animal blood, rather than that of humans. But just as Edward would love to 
chomp down ona human neck, I still crave meat. And it’s the aroma that’s most tempting, as the smell 
of human blood is for Edward and the rest of Twilight’s “vegetarian vampires,” author Stephenie Meyer’s 
cutesy way of differentiating vamps who prey on animals from those who prey on people. 

Twilight’s relationship with vegetarians is complex. The phrase “vegetarian vampires” irritates 
some veg-heads since the word is being co-opted to describe beings that hunt wild animals, rip them 
open and slurp their blood. Others are uncomfortable with Edward’s dismissive explanation of our 
staple foodstuff, “We think of ourselves as vegetarians, ’cause we only survive on the blood of animals,” 
he says. “But it’s like a human only living on tofu— keeps you strong but you’re never really satisfied.” 

Yet on the pro-veg side, Meyer has a cameo in the first film as a restaurant patron who orders a 
“veggie plate.” And while Bella is not a vegetarian in the books, she seems to be in the films. At various 
meals, she orders a veggie burger, mushroom ravioli and salad, apparently a detail added by the first 
film’s director, Catherine Hardwicke, to widen the gap between Bella and her blood-sucking paramour. 

So for all the Twihards who want to know how it really feels to be a self-sacrificing vampire, forget 
the Goth makeup and the moody demeanor and try cutting out meat for a few weeks. 

In “He’s a Lover and a Fighter,” page 34, Robert Pattinson and Kristen Stewart get your blood 
pumping for the third Twilight movie, Eclipse.

ast summer, on his 22nd birthday, 

Toronto-born improv actor Greg Calderone found 

himself sitting in a room with Don McKellar and 

Bruce McDonald — who are respectively the 
writer and director behind This Movie is Broken. Calderone wasn’t so 
much auditioning for the film’s lead role as he was chatting about 
it, he says. Fortunately, the filmmakers liked the newbie enough 
to give him the part on the spot. Fortunate for them, that is, since 
This Movie is Broken started its two-day guerrilla-style shoot the 
very next day at an outdoor Broken Social Scene concert that 
couldn’t be rescheduled. 

“It was a great birthday present,” says Calderone on the phone 
from Toronto. 

The film takes a love story involving long-time friends Bruno 
(Calderone) and Caroline (Georgina Reilly), who’ve just slept with 
each other for the first time, and sets it against a real concert 
the popular Canadian music collective performed at Toronto’s 
Harbourfront Centre last summer. Since there was no time for the 
co-stars to bond, it was a good thing Calderone and Reilly had met 
in an acting class years before and been friends ever since.

The concert day was harried with McKellar and McDonald 
ostensibly splitting directing duties. “Bruce was in the booth 
shooting and directing everything that was happening on stage and 
then Don was with us in the crowd,” says Calderone. “They had a 
really great system of knowing how much time we had to shoot and 
knowing where we had to be, so we were just sort of running around 
all over the place throughout the concert, through the crowd with 
just a single camera, trying to get everything we needed.” 

Already a huge Broken Social Scene fan, Calderone was planning 
to attend the concert anyway. So when he found himself 
backstage, he lost it for a moment. “I remember just standing in 
the wings looking out at the band and the crowd and seeing things 
from their perspective as they were in the middle of this huge 
number and everyone on stage just seemed to be wailing and 
smashing on something, and I just froze, it was one of the most 
incredible things I’d ever seen or experienced.... Don had to come 
and smack me and remind me that we had stuff to do and we had

Well, he did for one, having studied at the 
prestigious Lee Strasberg Institute. The funnyman shares details 
about the supernatural Western Jonah Hex, his love affair with 
the Leafs and the Arrested Development Movie «ὁ sy s1m stotexK 


ill Ar nett misses his hometown of Toronto in the worst way. 

That is to say, his main connection these days has been Maple Leafs 
games. “It’s the closest I get to coming home,” Arnett says over the 
phone from his L.A. home. “My folks still live there and I have a couple 
of sisters there as well. It’s much more difficult to get back there with 
babies and everything going on in our lives. 

“So I’ve spoiled myself. I’ve got the big cable hockey package in 
New York and L.A. so I never miss a game.” He and his wife, former 
Saturday Night Live star Amy Poehler, are bi-coastal. 

“I am TiVo’ed to the hilt. Every time my dad calls me, I say, ‘Don’t 
tell me the score!’ And then it’s ‘How are you?’ Of _—_ continued 
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>>> course, it’s been pretty brutal. I think on the basis of last season, the 


Leafs should be eliminated from next year’s playoffs too.” 

He’s had extra opportunity to witness the on-ice brutality in the 
past year, as a work-at-home dad writing a TV pilot with his friend, 
Arrested Development creator Mitch Hurwitz, and caring for toddler 
son Archie while Poehler is off working on her TV series Parks and 
Recreation. (The couple is expecting another child later this year). 

“It’s been a fun year for me because I’ve sort of been able to focus,” 
Arnett says over the phone from his L.A. home. “I’d spent a few years 
being kind of scattered, doing a few movies and a lot of cameos and 
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Will Arnett in Jonah Hex’s Old West 


things. And then I started slowing down, spending a lot of time at 
home and working on this TV show. 

“And the only movie I did in all that time was something a little 
different for me. It’s a drama, Jonah Hex, which is this post-Civil War 
story, based on a fairly obscure comic book from the ’70s.” 

It’s achange of pace for the guy we know as Arrested Development’s 
Gob Bluth and as a scene-stealer in feature comedies like Will Ferrell’s 
Blades of Glory and Semi-Pro. 

Based on the DC comic, Jonah Hex is the tale of a lone-wolf bounty 
hunter (Josh Brolin) with a telltale tomahawk-shaped scar on his 
face, a souvenir of being sold to the Apaches as a slave when he was 
a child. An evil-genius terrorist (John Malkovich) is bent on avenging 
the outcome of the Civil War, so the government asks Hex to hunt 
him down. Arnett, in his straightest role in years, plays the officer 
charged with “convincing” him. And Megan Fox co-stars as Leila, the 
pistol-packing prostitute who is Hex’s love interest. 

“It’s kind of dark and moody, and has tons of action,” says Arnett. 
“I got to work with these awesome actors. I mean, John Malkovich, 
Josh Brolin, Megan Fox, Michael Fassbender, Michael Shannon, just 
incredible people to work with. So for me, it was a real experience 
and the best way to return to a dramatic, serious role. 

“I mean, I’ve done pure drama, but it’s been a long time,” says 
Arnett, an alumnus of New York’s Lee Strasberg Theatre and Film 
Institute. “IfI were a smarter person, I would have had a career plan, 
and drama would have been a bigger part of it.” 

Instead, comedy has been branded onto Arnett like Jonah Hex’s 
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tomahawk scar, in no small measure because of the critically 
acclaimed series Arrested Development, the movie of which was 
heading ever closer to production as we spoke. 

“Right before I did Arrested Development I considered not acting at 
all anymore, things were that slow and I was that disillusioned,” he 
says. “And then that show happened and it changed everything 
for me.” 

As mentioned, he’s been working with Hurwitz on their as-yet- 
untitled sitcom pilot “about a guy who’s the ultimate narcissist, a 
Beverly Hills type who’s been able to buy everything his entire life 
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and he meets the one person he can’t buy.” This project has also 
given him the closest access of any cast member to the status of 
the Arrested Development movie. The entire original cast is on 
board (including Michael Cera, Jason Bateman and Jeffrey Tambor) 
and Arnett confirms there is indeed a working script. 

The Arrested Development movie, he says, “is absolutely hap- 
pening, and our intention is to shoot it this year. And,” he adds, 
hedging his bets dryly, “we’re going to take that intention and use 
it to pave the road to Hell. 

“Honestly, we are intending to shoot it this year, and I know 
that everybody from our side is eager to get going.” 

Fans of the Arnett/Poehlers know Arnett guested on his wife’s 
sitcom this past season, playing a “blind date from Hell,” an MRI 
technician who gives Leslie (Poehler) an MRI to impress her on their 
first night out. Are there more collaborations to come? They did, 
after all, play an evil brother-sister skating team in Blades of Glory. 

“Amy and I had such a great time making Blades of Glory that I 
know if something were to come up that made a lot of sense, we 
would do it. We don’t actively rule anything out,” he says. “The 
good thing about it is we’d get to spend time with each other and 
not apart. We’re just like everybody else. Having kids changes 
your priorities, for sure. 

“But in the meantime, Amy’s happy doing Parks and Rec, and!I’m 
happy being home a lot.” @

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Tom Cruise seems so adorable when

Knight and Day. Turns out, he’s crazy.

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the big-budget action-comedy Knight and Day two years ago, there 
was no Tom Cruise, no far-flung locales and not a whole lot for her 
character to do other than act helpless and react to the things going 
boom around her. 

So why did she commit? 

“It was just such a good idea, this fun partner movie between a 
man and a woman that combined adventure and comedy with some 
romance, too,” Diaz says over the phone from New York where she’s 
attending the Tribeca Film Festival. “But, yeah, it has evolved a lot. It 
has changed completely from the script that I read.” 

That script was titled Wichita, as in Kansas, where all the movie’s

action took place. Writer Patrick O’Neill had originally designed the film 
as an R-rated caper comedy that paired an eccentric old-timer with a 
troubled kid. O’Neill’s concept soon changed to a male-female coupling 
that, at one time, had Chris Tucker and Eva Mendes playing the leads. 

After they dropped out, Diaz committed and pitched the idea to 
Cruise, her co-star on director Cameron Crowe’s Vanilla Sky. Cruise 
didn’t much like the script, but dug the core idea. After he worked 
with newly hired director James Mangold (Walk the Line) and a few 
hired guns on a rewrite, the movie settled into its present incarnation. 

In the revamped Knight and Day, Diaz plays June, an ordinary girl 
who finds herself dropped into a world of espionage intrigue after 
meeting Cruise’s secret agent man at an airport. “We’re flirting, but 
then he kills everyone on the plane,” Diaz says. “So she’s not really 
sure she wants to take the relationship to the next level.” 

Turns out she doesn’t have much choice in the matter. Cruise’s spy 
may indeed be on a “full-blown break from reality,” but Diaz’s char- 
acter follows him anyway, hop-scotching across the globe from Spain 
to Austria to an undisclosed hideaway island retreat. (The filmmakers 
needed some excuse to put Diaz in a red bikini, right?) In between 
dodging bullets and bad guys, the characters fall hard for each other. 

“The film has a unique tone. It’s not your typical summer action 
movie,” Diaz says. “There are some crazy situations, but the characters 
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draw you in. You want to be them and go on 
the ride they’re on.” 

The movie’s most memorable ride has Diaz 
and Cruise driving a red Ducati motorcycle 
through the streets of Seville, Spain. Near the 
end of the high-speed chase, Cruise lifts Diaz 
and flips her around onto his lap so she can 
have a clear shot at their pursuers. 

“That was totally Tom’s idea,” Diaz insists. 
“And Tom is really funny when he gives you the 
pitch: ‘A guy and a girl on a bike, which is hot to 
begin with! And then he spins her around and 
has her fire her guns!’ He had this whole spiel 
about how sexy the whole sequence could be. 
And, you know what? I think he was right.” 

Diaz will be the first to tell you that stunt drivers handled “98 to 99 
percent” of the Ducati riding and that she and Cruise did their bit of 
heavy lifting while their bike was attached to a rig. “Jimmy and Kim 
actually did the wheelies and the flip while going 50 mph,” Diaz 
says of stunt doubles Jimmy Ford and Kim Shannon Murphy. “So it 
can be done. I’m just not going to do it myself any time soon.” Or even 
with Cruise, who’s known for being a pretty fair bike rider. Diaz 
learned that bit of trivia, and a few other things, about her co-star, 
with whom she worked just briefly on Vanilla Sky since her deranged 
character met an early demise. 

“Being together every single day for six months is a totally differ- 
ent thing than three weeks we did together 10 years ago,” Diaz says. 
“Tom is just on board from the minute he says ‘yes,’ always working 
to make the film better. We had a blast every single day, laughing our 
asses off basically.” 

The difference in tone between their two movie collaborations is 
(forgive us) night and day. 

“Yeah, this time I’m not trying to kill him,” Diaz says, laughing. 
But that begs another question: Is he trying to kill her? Diaz pauses 
for effect. “That’s up in the air.” ἢ

arah Polley is sitting in the lounge of the National Film Board 
in Toronto taking a break. She’s been a hard woman to track 
down, working on a documentary and in “pre-prep” on her 
second feature as a director, Take This Waltz, which explores 
the addictive nature of the beginnings of relationships. 

It’s been more than three years since the 31-year-old former 
child star had the Canadian film industry in a tizzy over her directorial 
debut, Away From Her. The film won all the important Genies, and 
Polley was nominated for a Best Adapted Screenplay Oscar for con- 
verting Alice Munro’s short story. Since then, Polley has appeared on 
afew TV shows and ina couple of movies that have yet to hit theatres. 
The most anticipated is Canadian director Vincenzo Natali’s Splice, a 
Frankenstein-esque horror about two genetic scientists (Polley and 
Adrien Brody) who create a human/animal hybrid in their lab then 
watch as things go horribly wrong. It comes out this month. Another, 
Mr. Nobody, co-starring Jared Leto, is expected out later this summer. 

After that, don’t expect to see Polley on screen anytime soon as she 
focuses on work behind the camera. “I feel like people will live,” says 
Polley, “I know I will.” 


Tell us about Splice. 
A: “It’s about two ambitious and energetic genetic engineers who 


decide to push the boundaries of science to a place where they haven't 
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been pushed before and create a creature that’s a hybrid of animal 
and human DNA. They raise it as their child, and in a very short 
time experience all of the stages of parenthood through this crea- 
ture that they’ve made. I think what’s interesting in this film is the 
humans, in many ways, the human mess of emotions and qualities 
that they have, are more monstrous than the creature itself.” 


When the creature is first born, she’s hideous, but with 
those big baby eyes that make your maternal instincts kick in. 
A: “There was definitely debate among the crew. I found it incredi- 
bly cute but that’s because I was playing its mother. But a lot of 
people thought I was completely insane for finding it really sweet.” 


Your character, Elsa, is reluctant to have kids, and it seems 
common for women who don’t want kids to have a pet they 
love deeply. Was there some of that going on? 

A: “I think Elsa is very much into control and nothing in your life 
can make you feel as out of control as having a child, at least that’s 
what I’ve noticed with friends of mine [laughs].”

The love stuff comes easy to 


What the actor’s most worried about is how his fight 
scenes with bigger, brawnier Taylor Lautner will look in 
the third Twilight movie, Eclipse ec sy sox stravss 


Vampires fight werewolves. Vampires and werewolves unite to battle, 
um, badder vampires. 

Apparently, the filmmakers are doing all they can to make Eclipse, 
the third movie in the Twilight saga, appealing to boys. But we all know 
this series is really about the relationship between dreamy vampire 
Edward Cullen and his human love, Bella. And the core female audi- 
ence should have plenty to moon over when the second sequel hits 
screens this month, just seven months after the last entry, New Moon. 

“In New Moon, Edward tries to deal with the relationship and, sort 
of, fails,” Robert Pattinson, who plays Cullen, says in an L.A. interview. 
“In Eclipse, it really is the everyday rigmarole of having a relationship, 
and dealing with jealousy and pettiness.” 

Kristen Stewart, who plays Bella, says it’s not that simple. After 
all, her character is still torn between Edward and the feelings she 
has for her lifelong friend, Native American lycanthrope Jacob Black 
(Taylor Lautner). “Bella now has to actually be able to stand up and 
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by now. 


say, okay, so maybe every choice isn’t completely impulsive,” explains 
Stewart in a separate L.A. interview. “Maybe there are different levels 
of love, and maybe my ideological views of what I think you are to me 
are wrong, and maybe I could look at somebody else.” 

That said, it still seems Eclipse offers more for the guys than just a 
good bet the movie will put their dates in a romantic mood. The film 
was directed by David Slade, who last time out made the gory vampire 
action thriller 30 Days of Night. Slade is, perhaps, a bit more attuned 
to what men want than Twilight director Catherine Hardwicke 
(The Nativity Story) and Chris Weitz (About a Boy, The Golden Compass), 
who helmed New Moon. 

“Different worlds collide in this one,” says Stewart. “We make it 
more dangerous every time.” 

This time out, the lissome, ethereal-looking Pattinson has to get 
more physical with the pumped-up Lautner, and he just hopes 
audiences buy their fight scenes. “There is a bunch of fighting,” 
says the 24-year-old Brit. “In the most simplistic of ways, trying to 


be intimidating to Taylor is just physically humiliating. In one 
scene, I tried to grab him and his shoulder was too big! That was 
embarrassing.” 

While physical strength may not be Pattinson’s, well, strength, he 
does have an uncanny ability to brood and smoulder in a way that 
drives the ladies nuts. But while it works well on-screen, that low- 
key nature can also come off as aloof, even falsely self-deprecating, 
off-screen. And Pattinson’s the first one to admit it. 

“The problem is, mainly, that I’m really finicky about looking pre- 
tentious for some reason,” he says. “I think, because I haven’t done 
too much work and I’ve become so, kind of, big, people have a hyper- 
judgement of you. I always thought the best way to deal with that is 
just to kind of play down everything. But I never saw the result of that 
being people saying, ‘Why can’t you just shut up? We’re so sick of the 
humble act. When’s he going to stop pretending to be humble?” 

As of this article’s writing, it had yet to be decided whether 
Stephenie Meyer’s fourth and final Twilight novel, Breaking Dawn, 
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would be made into one or two films. Either way, production should 
start in Vancouver (where New Moon and Eclipse were shot) this fall. 

“British Columbia is great,” says Pattinson. “Everybody always 
talks about how easy it is to make movies in Vancouver because no 
one cares ifanyone’s around. And it really was like that with New Moon. 
It was so easy, there was never any hassle about going out or any- 
thing. But it changed a little bit on the third one. 

“But,” he adds, “there are a bunch of nice restaurants in Vancouver, 
and it’s a really cool city.” 

The pair views the impending end of the film series with mixed 
feelings. On the plus side, it will likely put the brakes on the intrusive 
tabloid scrutiny they’ve endured. So far, at least, Twihard fans have 
expressed little interest in Stewart and Pattinson’s non-saga movies 
(like The Runaways and Remember Me, respectively), and the paparazzi 
will likely thin out once they have nothing left to obsess over, such as 
those still unproven rumours of a real-life romance between the 
handsome pair. continued

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Then again, they may not know what to do — or what they'll be 
able to do — when the post-Breaking break comes. 

“I think it’s good that I’ve just been working this whole time,” 
Pattinson says of the past two years. “You don’t go out and do that much 
when you're shooting anyway, because you're just so tired all the time. 
So it hasn’t been that incapacitating. But it’s been difficult to figure out 
where to live and stuff; I mean, the idea of getting a house... If people 
are always waiting outside your home, then you might as well sell it. 

“And I miss just randomly dropping into clubs and playing music,” 
adds the actor, who pursued a recording career before moviemaking 
proved more lucrative. “That’s annoying. But really, you can still do 
anything you want to do; it’s just the fear of judgment afterward.” 

In keeping, perhaps, with her screen persona, Stewart, now 20, 
sounds more torn about the series’ conclusion. 

“The interesting thing about wanting it to come to an end is not 
because you want the experience of it to end,” Stewart says. “The 
experience that I get from it is so different from what press and 
media or fans or whatever see. I actually get to make the movies. 
Most of the questions I hear are about how specifically my life has 
changed because of that, but that’s really sort of extra. I didn’t know 
that that was going to happen. I’ve never had more opportunity in 
my life and I’ve worked really hard for it. So I’m really grateful.” 

As for Eclipse, Stewart says that, whether they’re seeking monster 
action or are hungry for unattainable love, viewers are in for a taste 
of — believe it or not — reality. 

“It matures, basically,” she says. “It takes a really ideal story and 
makes it a little more cerebral. It’s like, so what if you actually had to 
do this? It takes away the fantasy element a little bit and shows you 
that it’s not so, sort of, dreamy.” [5

And, as always, that nifty 
Power Suit lets her curl into an armoured ball and roll into tight places 
to solve puzzles or plant bombs. 

Whether battling a giant purple-tentacled monster or locking horns 
with her old commanding officer, Samus proves that a hero doesn't 
need a Y chromosome to be tough, or a leather bustier to be sexy.
